Walter  Bradford  Cannon 

In  the  fall  of  1 93 1,  Dr.  Cannon  completed  twenty-five  years  of  service  as  George 
Higginson  Professor  of  Physiology.  The  occasion  was  celebrated  on  October  15th 
by  the  presentation  to  the  University  of  his  portrait,  now  in  Vanderbilt  Hall,  and  by 
afternoon  and  evening  exercises.  The  record  of  this  is  a  small  book,  by  the  University 
Press,  which  contains  accounts  of  his  degrees,  honors,  decorations,  military  commis- 
sions, lectureships,  societies,  and  publications. 

Since  then  other  honors  have  come  to  Walter  Cannon,  and  his  publications  have 
continued  to  appear  in  increased  volume  and  importance.  I  wanted  to  remark  that  he 
now  rates  an  even  higher  appraisal  as  a  person,  but  after  reading  what  was  said  about 
him  by  the  eminent  scholars  on  that  occasion  I  realize  that  should  I  assert  this,  I  would 
be  liable  to  accusation  of  plagiarism  because  they  have  covered  the  range  of  human 
virtues  very  completely.  One  thing  I  am  certain  of,  and  that  is  an  increase  in  the  vol- 
ume of  affection  and  esteem  throughout  the  world. 

Dr.  Cannon's  ancestors  were  pioneering  Americans  in  New  England  and  in  the 
Middle  West.  On  the  paternal  side  a  Scotch-Irish  ancestor  from  Ulster;  on  the  ma- 
ternal side  an  adventurous  French-Canadian  fur  trader,  who  in  the  late  1600's  found 
his  bride  in  Deerfield,  Mass.,  it  is  easy  to  trace  the  source  of  his  rugged  physique  and 
purposefulness,  his  love  of  adventure  and  interest  in  adventurous  persons,  and  his 
merry,  witty  personality. 

His  mother  was  a  school  teacher.  His  father  was  a  railroad  man  who  became  the 
superintendent  of  transportation  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway.  Dr.  Cannon  was 
born  on  October  19,  1871  in  Prairie  du  Chien,  Wisconsin.  From  the  time  he  was  six 
months  old  to  the  ninth  year  the  family  lived  in  Milwaukee,  then  in  the  outskirts  of 
St.  Paul  where  the  long  winters  gave  opportunities  for  much  outdoor  sport. 

His  summers  were  spent  with  his  grandparents  in  the  small  town  of  Elba,  Minne- 
sota, which  was  reached  by  boat  on  the  Mississippi  or  by  train  and  a  final  coach  trip  of 
fifteen  miles.  Walter  would  abandon  the  rest  of  the  family  at  the  top  of  the  last  hill  and 
sprint  down  to  his  grandfather's  house.  Recently,  for  old  times'  sake,  he  repeated  the 
performance,  eliciting  the  remark  from  an  old  neighbor:  "It  is  just  like  Walter,  you 
never  would  know  that  he  had  any  education."  How  true  of  him  on  some  occasions! 
While  on  a  canoe  trip  with  his  bride  down  the  St.  Croix  River,  he  was  once  mistaken 
by  a  storekeeper  for  an  Indian.  Perhaps  Emerson  thought  of  a  similar  person  when  he 
said:  "Wit  makes  its  own  welcome  and  levels  all  distinctions." 

As  a  youth  Walter  became  skillful  with  tools  and  clever  with  mechanical  things, 
facilities  which  were  of  acknowledged  aid  in  his  scientific  work.  The  success  of  one 
research  he  ascribed  to  his  knowledge  of  the  principle  of  the  egg  beater. 

Much  out  of  doors  with  time  for  creative  occupations,  he  rode  a  high-wheeled 
bicycle  with  the  usual  number  of  mishaps.  He  knew  horses,  could  milk  cows,  and  was 
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a  great  out-of-doors  cook.  When  he  made  flapjacks,  they  were  tossed  as  high  as  tradi- 
tion demanded.  ( )nce,  in  competition  with  his  sisters,  he  sent  a  loafofbread  ofhis  ow  n 
making  to  the  State  Fair,  and  won  the  first  prize  a  cheque  for  $2.50  sent  to  Mrs. 
Walter  Cannon  with  Congratulations! 

In  [901,  a  year  after  graduation  from  the  Medieal  School,  Walter  Cannon  mar- 
ried Cornelia  James  in  St.  Paul.  Alter  their  canoe  trip  that  summer  they  went  West  to 
complete  their  honeymoon  in  Montana  and  Washington.  While  in  the  Glacier  Na- 
tional Park,  Mrs.  Cannon  expressed  a  wish  to  climb  a  mountain.  Quite  characteristic 
of  the  pair,  they  selected  the  most  difficult  one  in  sight,  which  no  one  had  succeeded 
in  climbing.  They  did  succeed  and  Cannon  mountain  is  now  its  name. 

Cannon's  researches  started  when  he  was  a  first  year  medical  student.  At  the 
suggestion  of  Professor  Henry  P.  Bowditch  he  undertook  the  study  of  the  activities  of 
the  alimentary  tract  by  means  of  the  then  recently  discovered  Roentgen  Rays. 

In  December,  1896  he  demonstrated  to  the  members  of  the  American  Physiologi- 
cal Society  the  passage  down  the  esophagus  of  swallowed  pellet  of  cornmeal  mush  and 
subnitrate  of  bismuth.  According  to  Professor  Graham  Lusk  a  trained  goose  was  the 
subject  of  the  experiment.  In  1898  he  published  an  account  of  "The  Movements  of 
the  Stomach  Studied  by  Means  of  the  Roentgen  Rays." 

From  then  on  his  major  researches  were  the  outcome  of  reflective  thinking  upon 
these  early  experiments.  As  he  said  in  the  Annual  Discourse  before  the  Massachusetts 
Medical  Society  in  1928,  "Almost  from  the  start  of  these  investigations  an  outstanding 
fact  appeared.  The  smooth  running  recurrent  waves  of  peristalsis  coursing  over  the 
stomach  and  the  rapidly  shifting  segmentations  of  the  food  particles  in  the  small 
intestines  wrere  promptly  abolished  whenever  the  subject  showed  signs  of  anxiety, 
distress,  or  rage.  The  interest  aroused  by  this  fact  led  to  studies  of  the  sympathetic 
nervous  system,  by  itself  and  in  cooperation  with  the  glands  of  internal  secretion,  and 
that  in  turn,  to  an  examination  of  the  parts  of  the  central  nervous  system  which  govern 
these  fundamental  reactions  of  the  organism."  By  logical  steps  his  progress  advanced 
to  our  present  state  of  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  physiological  significance  of  the 
sympathetic  nervous  system  and  its  integration  with  the  activities  of  the  ductless 
glands. 

Instead  of  answering  in  kind  the  polemics  of  another  school  in  attack  upon  his 
conclusions  he  answered  by  producing  more  facts  based  upon  experiments.  Thus 
knowledge  of  the  "Chemical  Mediation  of  the  Anatomic  Nerve  Impulses"  came  to 
light,  and  his  discovery  of  the  two  sympathins,  E,  from  the  smooth  muscle  which  is 
excited  to  contract  by  sympathetic  stimulation;  and  I,  from  the  smooth  muscle  which 
is  inhibited  by  such  impulses.  As  they  are  related  to  adrenin,  he  has  suggested  making 
the  possibility  of  producing  them  by  modification  of  adrenin.  Certainly  a  job  demand- 
ing the  attention  of  the  clinicians  because,  as  Dr.  Cannon  has  pointed  out,  Adrenin  E 
could  be  used  to  stimulate  the  heart,  and  raise  the  blood  pressure  without  inhibiting 
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the  digestion,  while  Adrenin  I  could  be  employed  to  relax  spasm  of  the  intestines  and 
bronchioles  without  raising  the  blood  pressure  or  increasing  blood  sugar. 

Here  at  Harvard,  Dr.  Cannon  has  created  the  only  great  School  of  Physiology  in 
America.  It  has  grown  out  of  a  first  year  medical  student's  original  researches  because 
that  student  had  boundless  curiosity,  ability  to  see  and  to  think,  and  courage  to  follow 
leads.  The  volume  of  his  work  is  amazing  when  we  realize  the  amount  of  time  he  has 
given  to  the  administrative  duties  in  public  affairs  and  in  advising  and  assisting  others. 
His  ability  to  accomplish  so  much  in  the  laboratory  is  perhaps  due  to  the  fact  that  he 
works  on  schedule  and  while  at  work  it  is  as  if  he  had  disappeared  from  the  commun- 
ity. Then  he  is  completely  inaccessible.  When  not  engaged  in  experimental  work,  he  is 
always  ready  to  help  others,  and  the  occasions  are  innumerable. 

A  perusal  of  Dr.  Gannon's  bibliography  makes  us  realize  also  how  generous  he 
has  been  with  his  time  in  voluntary  teaching,  in  popularizing  his  work  and  the  work  of 
others  for  the  laity  through  his  books  and  many  papers.  "He  has  always  been  ready 
and  willing  to  go  before  groups  of  physicians,  gastro-entrologists,  neurologists,  endoc- 
rinologists, surgeons,  army  officers  or  psychiatrists,  to  explain  to  them  recent  discov- 
eries in  physiology  and  to  help  them  in  applying  these  discoveries  in  working  out  of 
their  own  practical  problems." 

Of  great  service  too  has  been  his  philosophical  manner  of  integrating  knowledge, 
largely  contributed  by  him,  and  evidenced  by  his  book  for  the  lay  public,  "The  Wis- 
dom of  the  Body,"  and  for  scientists,  by  his  publications  on  Homeostasis.  Besides 
Homeostasis  and  Sympathin,  Dr.  Gannon  has  introduced  the  words,  Extrofective  and 
Introfective  into  physiological  terminology. 

Most  of  Dr.  Cannon's  contributions  have  proved  of  practical  value  to  medical 
and  surgical  practice.  He  shares  with  Pavlov  highest  honors  for  great  objective  con- 
tributions to  psychology  because  of  the  light  he  has  thrown  on  the  physiology  of  emo- 
tional states;  therefore,  he  has  been  drafted  into  honorary  memberships  in  the  Ameri- 
can Psychological  Association,  the  Societe  de  Psychologie  of  Paris,  and  the  American 
Psychopathological  Association. 

His  outside  duties  and  interests  in  public  service  have  been  many  and  varied. 
Since  Bowditch  retired  he  has  been  the  leader  in  defending  medical  research  against 
the  attacks  of  the  so-called  anti-vivisectionists  here  in  Massachusetts  and  in  Washing- 
ton. He  has  served  on  many  important  scientific  commissions.  The  birth  control  advo- 
cates have  received  his  support.  He  has  been  the  National  Chairman  of  the  Medical 
Bureau  to  aid  Spanish  Democracy.  Recently  he  publicly  expressed  himself:  "Because 
I  utterly  abominate  fascist  despotism  which  scorns  and  derides  the  ideals  of  democracy, 
I  favor  the  existing  antifascist  government  of  Spain."  Walter  Cannon  then,  as  always, 
was  articulate  for  many  generations  of  American  pioneers. 

Dr.  Cannon  often  lunches  at  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  table  as  he  is  the 
consulting  physiologist.  When  he  joins  us  the  whole  group  brightens  up  and  he  be- 
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comes  the  center  of  interest  regardless  ol  the  subject  of  conversation,  for  he  always 

illuminates  it  with  his  questions  and  contributions.  Sooner  or  later  his  surplus  intel- 
lectual power  discharges  in  flashes  of  wit,  jokes  and  puns,  anecdotes,  always  per- 
tinent to  what  has  just  transpired,  and  better  than  a  page  ofCharivaria  from  Punch. 
His  stories  may  always  be  retold  at  home.  Interested  in  persons,  he  discourages  gossip 

and  1  can  not  recall  any  disagreeable  remark  by  him  about  anyone.  While  he  may  be 
induced  to  relate  experiences,  he  does  not  like  to  talk  about  himself  because  he  is 

genuinely  modest. 

His  amusements  are  many,  his  sports  are  few,  if  any.  Walking  with  congenial 
friends  is  one  winter  diversion.  At  his  summer  home  in  Franklin,  New  Hampshire,  he 
loves  odd  jobs.  He  is  an  excellent  carpenter  and  has  made  furniture  and  built  houses 
for  his  farm.  He  is  a  plumber  as  well,  and  installed  his  own  water  system  in  the  farm- 
house. He  can  repair  anything,  even  to  taking  rattles  out  of  T  model  Ford  ears  with 
supplies  bought  at  a  Woolworth  Store!  Also,  above  all  he  is  a  sculptor  and  received  a 
prize  (a  blue  ribbon,  much  cherished)  for  the  bust  of  one  of  his  children  shown  at 
Boston  Doctors'  Art  Exhibition  a  few  years  ago. 

You  may  correctly  infer  that  Mrs.  Cannon  is  also  a  great  person.  She  is  author  of 
at  least  six  books,  has  been  active  in  RadclifTe  College  affairs,  in  civic  reforms,  and  is 
the  mother  of  five  children,  and  perforce  a  competent  manager  of  resources  and  time. 
Years  ago  at  a  dinner  prosperous  Boston  clinicians  were  discussing  the  possibilities  of 
unlimited  wrealth.  When  Dr.  Cannon  was  asked  what  he  would  do  if  he  had  all  the 
money  he  wanted,  he  replied:  "Oh,  I  have  all  the  money  I  want;  Mrs.  Cannon  gives 
me  ten  dollars  a  month  and  with  that  I  pay  my  carfare,  buy  my  lunches  and  get  my 
hair  cut."  When  he  was  promoted  to  full  professor,  Mrs.  Cannon  raised  his  allowance 
to  fifteen  dollars  a  month. 

One  estimate  of  Dr.  Cannon's  influence  is  the  number  and  prominence  of  his 
disciples.  Dr.  Cecil  Drinker  has  enlisted  forty-two  persons  "who  have  moved  into 
prominence  in  medicine  and  physiology  after  definitely  feeling  Dr.  Cannon's  per- 
sonal influence  in  their  work."  All  these  men  have  professorial  rank  or  equivalent 
rank  in  important  universities  and  institutions. 

Always  active  and  always  productive  in  work  and  recreation,  few  persons  get  as 
much  out  of  life  as  Dr.  Cannon.  Frugal  and  Spartan  as  regards  physical  comfort,  he- 
gives  and  receives  great  affection  through  family  and  friends.  Today  his  activities  are 
undiminished.  An  eminent  member  of  this  Faculty  has  said  to  me  in  a  letter.  "'When 
I  visit  him  with  some  of  my  small  problems  he  listens  patiently  enough  until  they  arc- 
disposed  of,  and  then  begins  to  effervesce  about  his  latest  experiments  and  his  delight 
in  the  way  they  are  going.  It  is  this  spirit  which  has  been  so  good  for  us  all  and  so  good 
for  the  School  in  his  long  period  of  work  here." 

In  his  Croonian  Lecture  in  London  in  191 8  Dr.  Cannon  explained  a  lot  about 
himself  when  he  said,  "And  after  all  is  it  not  natural  for  us  as  investigators  to  hold  the

forward  look;  to  consider  the  problems  before  us  rather  than  those  that  have  been 
solved." 

We  need  him  in  many  ways,  we  cherish  him  in  all  ways.  We  have  expectations  of 
still  many  important  researches  from  his  laboratory,  for  "he  who  is  of  a  calm  and 
happy  nature  will  hardly  feel  the  presence  of  age.  ..."

A.B.,  summa  cum  laude,  1894;  M.D.,  cum  laude,  1898;  A.M.,  1899;  assistant, 
instructor,  professor,  professor  emeritus,  from  entrance  to  college  until  his  death  ever 
on  Harvard's  role;  pathologist  and  expert  in  legal  medicine  as  teacher  of  students  and 
servant  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  medical  examiner  in  Boston,  1907- 
1935;  thus  his  part  in  his  chosen  field  of  medicine  was  filled. 

To  students  in  the  Harvard  Medical  School  a  figure  about  whom  gathered 
legends,  genuine  and  apochryphal.  Striking  in  appearance,  erect,  broad  shouldered, 
deep  chested,  of  great  physical  strength,  with  flowing  Windsor  tie  and  a  mane  of  hair, 
early  red,  then  graying,  eventually  white;  in  appearance  more  musician  or  artist  than 
medical  man.  companionable,  clubable,  "Jake"  to  his  many  intimates,  he  won  friend- 
ships far  and  wide. 

He  was  athlete  and  musician;  artistic  and  scholarly  in  matters  lay  or  medical 
his  work  and  his  influence  culminated  in  the  founding  at  Harvard  of  a  department  of 
legal  medicine  likely  to  grow  into  an  institute,  broad  in  its  scope  and  deep  in  its  sig- 
nificance. 

Place  this  figure  in  an  auto  of  ancient  Ford  vintage,  popularly  known  as  "Suffolk 
Sue,"  fasten  on  the  front  a  fire  engine  bell  and  seat  beside  him  a  thin,  old  maidish 
looking  secretary,  and  you  will  vision  Dr.  Magrath  as  he  sped  his  hurried  way  through 
Boston's  streets  to  and  from  Long  Island  Wharf,  the  Harvard  Medical  School,  North 
Grove  Street  Morgue  or  anywhere  at  any  hour  to  view  the  evidences  of  a  potential 
crime  of  violence;  especially  in  the  years  when  he  was  medical  examiner,  so  he  oft 
was  seen.

When  I  first  knew  the  "Colonel"- 
(who  is  now  a  General  and  was  then  a 
Major,  but  to  me  will  always  be  "Colonel") 
he  was  working  with  my  chief  at  Columbia, 
Dr.  Hiss,  on  the  Hiss-Russell  "Y"  bacillus 
of  dysentery.  He  was  much  older  than  I 
was  then,  but  now  I  seem  to  have  "lapped" 
him  and  he  often  seems  younger.

I  worked  under  the  Colonel  for  some 
months  during  the  war.  He  was — as  he 
still  is — a  slave  driver.  The  more  he  liked 
you,  the  more  he  sweated  you.  He  gave 
you  very  little  time  to  eat  or  to  sleep  when 
the  job  was  on.  But  he  did  it  with  a  char- 
acteristic, friendly  grin  on  his  face  and 
drove  himself  always  a  little  harder  than 
he  did  his  subordinates. 

We  were  lucky  to  have  him  with  us  at 
Harvard  for  a  few  years — the  years  of  his 
ripest  judgment  and  wisdom.  He  has 
taught  us  all,  Faculty  and  students,  and 
when  we  see  him  now,  strolling  through 
our  laboratories  with  his  beloved  Leica 
under  his  arm,  we  are  glad  that  he  is  still 
available  and  unofficially  one  of  us.

Richard  Pearson  Strong 
M.D.,  S.D. 

Dr.  Strong  came  to  Harvard  as  Professor 
of  Tropical  Medicine  in  191 3.  He  served 
the  Medical  School  with  energy  and  devo- 
tion in  this  capacity  until  his  retirement  in 
September,  1938. 

Dr.  Strong  graduated  at  Yale  in  1893, 
and  he  was  a  member  of  the  first  class  to 
graduate    from    the    Medical    School    of 


asm  has  kept  him  young,  and  it  is  quite 
impossible  to  detect  in  him  to-day  any 
relaxation  of  that  intense  interest  in  his 
profession  which  made  him  one  of  the 
greatest  public  health  administrators  our 
country  has  seen.  His  most  distinguished 
single  contribution  was  the  demonstration 
of  the  practical  value  of  typhoid  vaccina- 
tion. In  this,  as  in  his  later  work,  he  taught 
us  that  it  was  possible  for  a  student  of  an 
infectious  disease  to  combine  laboratory 
skill  with  clinical  and  epidemiological 
knowledge  and  with  administrative  capaci- 
ty. It  was  this  broad  approach  which  led 
to  his  eminent  success  as  Chief  of  the  In- 
fectious Disease  Division  of  the  American 
Army  in  the  world  war,  and  as  Director 
of  the  International  Health  Board  of  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation.  No  one  who  did 
not  follow  in  detail  the  early  phases  of  the 
yellow  fever  campaign  which  he  directed 
can  fully  appreciate  the  technical  ability, 
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Johns  Hopkins  University  in  [897.  tn 
1898,  he  entered  the  United  States  Army 
and  went  to  the  Philippines  to  investigate 
tropieal  diseases.  While  in  Manila,  Dr. 
Strong's  publications  on  plague,  dyscnter\  , 
and  other  diseases  attracted  world-wide 
attention.  Among  the  high-lights  of  his 
career  was  his  assignment  as  American 
delegate  to  the  International  Plague  Con- 
ference which  met  in  Peking  in  i()i  1  to 
devise  means  of  controlling  an  alarming 
outbreak  of  pneumonic  plague,  then 
raging  in  China. 

In  1 91 5,  Dr.  Strong  headed  a  Red 
Cross  Commission  to  combat  typhus  lever 
in  Serbia,  and  in  1917-18,  while  an  officer 
of  the  United  States  Army  in  France,  he 
and  his  associates  demonstrated  that 
trench  lever  was  louse-borne. 

Dr.  Strong  has  performed  many  other 
important  services  and  has  received  many 
honors  during  his  long  period  of  dis- 
tinguished service  in  his  chosen  field  of 
medicine.  Vigorous  as  he  still  is,  it  is  not 
to  be  supposed  that  Dr.  Strong's  valuable 
services  to  humanity  are  at  an  end.  We  are 
confident  that  many  honors  are  still  in 
store  for  him.

Harris  Peyton  Mosher 
M.D.,  S.D. 

Harris  P.  Mosher  was  born  in  Wood- 
fords,  Maine,  on  October  21,  1867,  a  de- 
scendant of  an  old  New  England  family  in 
the  line  of  Paul  Revere.  After  graduating 
from  Boston  Latin  School,  he  received 
from  Harvard  University  the  degrees  of 
A.B.  in  1892  and  M.D.  in  1896.  He  was 
Surgical  House  Officer  at  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Hospital  and  later  House 
Officer  at  the  Boston  Lying-in  Hospital. 
Thereafter,  he  studied  in  Berlin  with 
Hanssen  and  at  Schwartze's  Clinic  in 
Halle  under  Grunert  —  world-renowned 
names  of  that  day. 

From  that  time  on,  his  varied  abilities 
as  teacher,  surgeon,  and  instructor  earned 
for  him  progressive  advancement  from 
instructor  in  anatomy  to  first  full  professor 
of  Otolaryngology  in  this  country.  Con- 
currently, he  attained  the  position  of 
Aural  Chief  of  Service  at  the  Massachu- 

and  that  of 


setts  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary, 


Chief  of  Otolaryngological  Service  at  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 

During  the  World  War,  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  Army  detailed  Major 
Mosher,  later  Colonel,  to  the  assignment 
of  personnel  in  the  Otolaryngological 
Service  here  and  overseas. 

In  1926,  and  again  in  1937,  honorary 
degrees  of  Doctor  of  Science  were  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  and  Colby  College.  He  was 
the  first  American  chosen  to  deliver  the 
Semon  Lecture  in  London  in  1929.  At 
that  time,  the  Semon  Medal  was  awarded 
him  and  in  1934  he  received  the  American 
Laryngological  Society  Medal,  the  highest 
English  and  American  honorary  awards. 
Although  he  has  served  as  President  of  all 
the  national  societies,  his  most  cherished 
position,  an  office  he  has  held  since  its 
foundation,  is  that  of  Chairman  of  the 
American  Board  of  Otolaryngology. 

He  has  devised  numerous  instruments 
and  surgical  procedures,  and  has  made 
many  contributions  to  medical  literature. 

In  his  classrooms  he  has  always  Left  with 
his  students  the  diagnostic  point  most  like- 
ly to  be  remembered  by  use  of  a  cryptic 
descriptive  word  or  two. 

His  retirement  from  undergraduate 
teaching  will  leave  him  unhampered  in  the 
broader  service  of  guidance  to  those  whose 
torch  he  has  kindled.

views  of  others;  scorn  too  long  to  be  an  assistant  to,  or  subordinate  to,  another;  have 
work  which  truly  is  your  own  and  take  pride  and  pleasure  in  it.

It  seems  that  one  day  Dr.  Schwarz,  whom 
you  may  remember  as  an  instructor  in  Gross 
Anatomy,  was  giving  a  selected  and  very 
attentive  group  of  the  wide-eyed  youngsters  a 
lecture  on  some  such  complex  but  impractical 
subject  as  how  the  blood  gets  back  to  the 
heart  when  the  inferior  vena  cava  is  ob- 
structed. Personally,  it  has  always  struck  the 
present  author  that  the  most  important  fact 
in  that  situation  is  that  all  the  blood  does  not 
get  back  to  the  heart,  rather  than  how  it 
might  get  back  if  it  did  not  get  back  the  way  it 
would  get  back  if  it  got  back  the  right  way.

Many  a  happy  day  was  spent  at  the  Peter 
Bent  Brigham  Hospital.  But  none  was  happier 
than  that  spent  there  by  John  Brabson  when  he.

So,  to  make  a  long  story  short,  the  whole 
business  was  repeated,  with  all  three  of  the 
major  participants  about  ready  to  start 
Cheyning  and  forget  to  Stoke.  As  I  remember 
it,  Zollie  was  hovering  about  by  now,  uttering 
solicitations  to  the  diety  to  grant  him  pa- 
tience in  such  a  crisis.  The  blood  was  drawn; 
it  was  expelled  into  the  tube;  all  were  happy. 
But  the  only  trouble  was  that  the  tube  didn't 
have  any  bottom  and  the  blood  was  all  over 
the  floor  and  John's  best  new  pants.  It  is 
only  fair  to  say,  that  when  the  deed  was 
finally  done,  her  Hinton  was  negative. 

One  of  the  greatest  of  the  Rover  Boys  was 
Cassius,  who  had  roved  all  the  way  from 
Persia.  And,  dear  reader,  we  must  include  his 
tours  deforce  in  this  book  which  he  has  edited. 

Well,  it  seems  that  as  he  was  becoming 
daily  more  and  more  expert  in  matters  of 
physical  diagnosis,  under  the  tutelage  of  Dr. 
Jackson,  he  one  day  was  confronted  with  a 
patient  whom  the  good  lord  had  blessed  with 
six  or  eight  murmurs,  two  to  a  valve.

In  but  a  twinkling,  Dr.  Zinsser 
noticed  this  situation,  and  shuddering  to 
think  of  reading  on  some  future  exam  all  the 
wrong  ideas  of  the  late  1870's  propounded  as 
the  latest  hot  dope  from  the  Rockefeller  In- 
stitute, he  walked,  still  talking,  straight  in  the 
direction  of  our  friend  and  classmate,  the 
subject  of  this  story.
